PASSED AWAY. 


Kansas. 


A Stroke of Apoplexy That Proved 
Fatal in a Few Hours. 


He Was a Victim of Overwork—Phy- 
sicians’ Warnings Unheeded. 


The News Received with Surprise and 
General Sorrow in Kansas—Ex-Sena- 
tor Ingalls Named as Plumb’s 
Probable Successor. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] ‘Oh, my God! My head! 
my head!’’ and Senator Preston Plumb 
who, as representative of the State of 
Kansas in the United States Senate 
since 1876, has occupied a prominent 
place in the councils of the Republican 
party, a few minutes later fell uncon- 
scious, never to regain knowledge of 
what was going on around him. 

It was a quarter to 7 this morning 
when he uttered the above exclamation. 
A little more than five hours later the 
broad-framed, powerful-looking man 
was stretched out dead in his modest 
apartments in Fourteenth street. His 
physician, Dr. Philip Wales; his clerk, 
B. W. Flenniken, and his landlord, Mr. 
Jennings, were with him at _ the 
last. His wife and two children are in 
Kansas. Death was from apoplexy, 
clearly the result of overwork. 

The Senator has been known for years 
as one of the most energetic members 
of the Senate. A féw years ago he 
began to fail. His brain became atf- 
fected and throbbing headaches became 
more and more frequent. His physi- 
cians warned him that continuance of 
his labors meant death, but he refused 
to heed their warnings. ‘As far as out- 
ward appearances went he was most 
vigorous lookiug and apparently the 
personification of health. He con- 
tinued with the energy of asteam en- 
gine, and today, when seemingly stil! in 
tull vigor, died. 

Two weeks ago, troubled by failing 
memory and other symptoms, which 
medical men class as aphusia, he called 
on Dr. Wales. The latter after a care- 
ful study informed the Senator that the 
symptoms indicated apoplexy, and that 
he must quit work arid: rest, but Mr. 
tlumb thought the doctor unduly 
alarmed, He kept up his labors, both 
inthe Senate and at home. His eyes 
then troubled him, as did also his kid- 
neys. He had skilful specialists ex- 
amine him, They reported that there 
Was nothing the matter with those 
organs; that there was some other 
trouvie, which confirmed Dr. Wales’s 
diagnosis. 

A few days ago 


Mr. Plumb went to 


sult Dr. Pepper. He returned last 
evening complaining of a violent head- 
ache, but went to a dinner given by 
ex-Senater Mahone to a few friends. 
He veturned home about 1 o’clock this 
morning and about 2 o’clock called Mr. 


ana requested him to come down and 
sit witn him, as he was ill. Mr. Jen- 
nings saw his condition was serious and 
summoned Dr. Wales. The latter al- 
leviated the pain and remained with 
the Senator until 6:30, when he went 
away, leaving the Senator sleeping 
soundly. Fifteen minutes later Senator 
Plumb awoke, bounded out of bed to a 
slop-jar and began to vomit. When the 
vomiting ceased he raised his hands to 
his head and exclaimed ‘‘Oh, my God! 
my head! my head!’’—his last words. 

Mr. Jennings stroked his head to re- 
lieve the pain, and a few minutes later 
the Senator relapsed iuto slumber, and, 
soon after, intounconsciousness. About 
10 o’clock Dr. Wales returned and saw 


at once that the Senator had been} 


stricken with apoplexy. He remained 
unconscious until the end came at 
11:30. Dr. Wales said the immediate 
cause of death was apoplexy, brought 
on by fatty degeneration of the brain 
lrom overwork.e ‘It was a clearcase of 
overwork,’’ said the doctor; ‘if he had 
given up some time ago it would have 
been different, but no man could stand 
what he was doing in his condition.” 
News of the sad event spread rapidly. 
Within an hour Senator Peffer was at 
the bedside of his dead colleague and 
Sergeant-at-arms Ballantyne, of the 
Senate, assumed direction of the funeral 
arrangements. An undertaker was 
summoned and embalmed the remains, 
his haste in this matter giving rise toa 
distressing incident. Shortly after the 
embalming was completed, a dispatch 
from the widow, who was in Emporia, 
Kan., requesting the body to be not em- 
balmed. It wasstated that last summer 
the Senator was for two or three hours 
in a state of suspended animation and 


to all appearance dead. Haviny that } 


crisis in mind, Mrs. Plumb did not 
wish the body embalmed until there was 
no doubt of death. The receipt of this 
telegram too late caused much unavail- 
ing regret. Theundertaker and doctor, 
however, are positive that the Senator 
was dead. 

A guard of honor, composed of em- 
ployés of the Senate, was detailed to 
watch over the remains until they are 
removedto the Capitol. Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton and many Senators called 
at the house during the afternoon. 

Mr. Plumb leaves a widew and five 
children, two daughters and three sons. 
He was born in De:aware county, O., 
October 12, 1837. He left a common

be removed to the Senate chamber, 
where fifteen minutes later funeral ser- 
vices will be held. At 2:30 the body 
will be taken to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
way station, escorted by acommittee of 
the two houses and members on foot. 
It will be taken to Emporia, Kan, 
where interment will be made. 


THE NEWS IN KANSAS. 


Surprise and Sorrow—Ingalls Mentioned 
as Plaumb's Successor. 


TorrKxa (Kan.,) Dec. 20.—[By the As- | 


sociated Press.| The news of the 
death of Senator Plumb was a. great 
shock to his friends in Kansas. No one 
knew that he had been ailing, and the 
vigorous campaign he made last fallin 
the interests of his party seemed con- 
vincing proof that his robust constitu- 
tion was in the best condition. He 
stumped the State trom one end to the 
other, being obliged to undergo all the 
fatigues of acountry campaign. His 
work was generally credited with hav- 
ing been the prime cause of the Repub- 
lican victory, It is not exaggeration to 
say that Senator Plumb was one of the 
most popular men in Kansas. He was 
the ideal of his own party and was re- 
garded by his political opponents with 
respect. 

The Kansas law provides that in the 
event of the death of a Senator the 
vacancy shall be filled by the Gover- 
nor’s appointment until the next meet- 
ing of the Legislature. The next Leg- 
islature does not meet until a year from 
now, Governor Humphreys was seen 
by a reporter for the Associated Press. 
He had already been notified of the 
Senator’s death by a private dispatch. 
He was greatly shocked by the news, 
so much that he had given no thought 
to@he Senator’s successor. 

The name of ex-Senator Ingalls is 
already prominently mentioned by 
politicians; in fact no, other name has 
received any mention at all. 

Emporia (Kan.,) Dec. 20.—This city, 
the home of Senator Plumb. deeply 
mourns his death. Mrs. Plumb, who 
has been an inyalid for many years,was 
today able for the first time in several 
months to attend church, and it was 
there that the news of her husband's 
sudden illness was communicated to her. 
She was prostrated and was taken home 
ina carriage. She had scarcely ar- 
rived there when a second dispatch an- 
nounced Plumb’s death. Mrs. Plumb is 
now completely prostrated. —

AFFAIRS IN CHINA, 


Excitement Over a Smuggling Case—A 
Famous General Dead. . 

San Francisco, Dec. 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Advices by the 
steamer Peking state that the “U.5S.5. 
Palos went to Nanking November 6 to 
remain during the holding of the 
Chinese military examinations, which 
were to begin November 11. Five 
thousand students were in attendance. 
The examinations were delayed by the 
arrest of two brothers from Yang 
Chow, who were suspected of smug- 
gling. One of the brothers was shot 
while resisting the Chinese officials and 
the other prevailed upon the whole as- 
sembly of students to espouse his cause. 
A commission was appointed to examine 
into the matter, and at last accounts a 
satisfactory termination was expected. 

A small disturbance in Tokien prov- 
ince, caused pela by the salt. tax and 
partly stirred up by bandits, was quelled 
without much loss of blood. ; 

Chang Yoo, late governor. of Shan- 
tung, is reported to have left $1,000,-

There are other points 
which must in time be fortified, Puget 


Sound being probably the most impor- 


tant, but the total cost of a complete 
system of coast defenses would not ex- 
ceed $150,000,000, and if the money

when commenced could be pushed to a 
completion without interruption the 
cost would be much less.”’

GREAT GROWTH OF CRIME. 


Chief McClaughry Says that Pawnbrokers 
are Largely Responsible, 

“Crime is increasing,’’ was the sub- 

ject of an address given at the Ravens- 


wood Methodist Church Sunday night. 


Chief of Police McClaughry was the 
speaker. He started out withthe prop- 
osition that crime grows 40 per cent. 
with every 25 per cent. addition to the 
population. Whence he concluded that 
unless there isa remedy soon applied 
the criminals will be in the ascendant. 

Criminals. were divided into three 
classes. The born criminal who jnher- 
its hisevil tendencies; the accidental, 
the one who is led into ‘wrong-doing and 
the victim ofcircumstances. Children 
born with degrading, wicked surrounda- 
ings are of the latter class and should 
be dealt with kindly. Said the chief: 
‘*Most of the burglars’ proceeds go be- 
hind three balls. While I do not say that 
all pawnbrokers are ‘fences,’ 1 do say 
that most of them are. Ninety per 
cent. of the burglar’s proceeds go to 
the pawnbroker and the burglar gets 
the rest. The three-ball magnate 
boards and rooms. the burglar. keeps 
him under cover and has him ‘constantly 
pawnbroker deesymore 
to foster-crime than all the burgiars in 
the country and in my opinion # &pecial 
statute should be framed for the kind of 
aman who is lead into crime before he 
knows it.

At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Athletic Club held on Friday an en- 
tire new set of by-laws was adopted and the 
preliminary arrangements were completed 
for the field sports on Christmas. 

Brief mention is made below of such 
portions of the by-laws as the public will be 
most interested in. Members will be 
classed as honorary, resident, life and non- 
resident.

The candidate shall pay a fee of 
$75, which exempts him from the payment 
of monthly dues, Every resident member 
shall pay an initiation fee ot $5 and monthly 
dues of 50 cents, payable in advance on the 
first ofevery month, The officersof the club 
shall be a president, vice-president, secre- 
tary, treasurer and captain, of whom the 

resident and vice-president must be mem- 
Sere ofthe board of directors. The gov- 
ernment and management shall be vested 
in the board of-directors of eleven mem. 
bers, in place of an Executive Committee as 
at present. No member shall be eligible to 
election as director unless he shall have 
been amember in good standing at least 
six months, and unless his name 
shall have been’ posted, with his 
consent, as a candidate on the bulletin 
boardin the club rooms for at least ten 
days before the opening of the polls. The 
directors shall be elected annually. The 
directors shall appoint annually the follow- 
ing standing committees, with instructions 
for their guidance; Committee on Ath- 
letics, to consist of the captain and two 
others ; Committee on Finanee, to consist of 


three members; Committee on’ Entertain- 


ments, to consist of three members; and a 
House Committee, to consistof three mem- 
bers, all of whom, except the captain, must 
be members of the board of directors. 
The annual business meeting of the club 
shall be held on the second Thursday of 
December. The club colors shall be red 
and blue and the club badge a double-barred 
diamond. The first election of officers un- 
der the new by-laws will be held next 
month.

Title Troubles. 


Mass-meeting Saturday Evening at the 
Operahouse—Quit-claims Given by 
Mrs. Palomares — Resolu- 
tions Adopted.

Notwithstanding the pouring rain Satur- 
day evening a large ¢oncourse of citizens as- 
sembled at the operahouse to jollify on ac- 
count of the final removal of all clouds from 
the lands of the Pontona Valley. A num. 
ber of fervent speeches were made _ rejoic- 
ing in the clearing of the land titles and 
congratulating the citizens upon having ac- 
complished so speedily and so well what 
they set outtodo. , 

Frank Palomares came out from Los 
Angeles to deliver ing person to Frank L. 
Palmer as trustee the quit-claim deed that 
Mrs. Lugarda A. de Palomares had made 
covering all thelands in dispute. He said 
that it gave him great pleasure to perform 
the last act at this time in fulfilling the 
promise he made at the mass-meeting not 
two months ago, to the effect that he and 
his mother would do; all in their power to 
bring to a satisfactory termination this un. 
happy affair. His r€marks were greeted 
with deafening applause. In accepting 
the deed Mr. Palmer‘grasped the hand of 
Mr. Palomares and said: 

‘‘Mr. Palomares: I accept the deed in 
behalf of the land owner for whose benefit 
itis given. Please say to your mother that 
I feel personally honored thatI have been 
selected as trustee, and that I accept this 
deed as a sacred trust and pledge myself to 


the best of my ability. 

“I am sure that in making this convey- 
ance your mother has done a noble act. 
and that she merits the lasting gratitude of 
this community, 

“Iam sure that I voice the sentiment of 
this community when I say all honor to the 
name of Palomares.” 

Turning to the mass-meeting he said: 

““Fellow-citizens: We certainly have rea- 
son to congratulate oursélves fonight upon 
the happy termination of a most unhappy 
affair. ? 

“I say termination, for 
and the victory is yours! 

‘Ishall proceed as trustee of this title to 
make out and deliver to you your deeds as 
fast as may be. I want to remind you that 
this will be a work which must be carefully 
done, and I will give to it cheerfully such 
time asl havearighttocallmy own. I will 
, give that time freely and without compen- 
sation, believing that the public have a 
right at such a time as thisto ask it, and 
that a man having the public good at heart 
should not say no. ; 

‘*Fellow-citizens, Pomona comes out of 
this fight with clear titles and with clean 
hands. We have won the respect of our 
neighbors and we have. maintained our 
self-respect. Let us stand by each other; 
let us take fresh pride in our little city and 
let public sentiment declare and proclaim 
Pomona to the front!”’ 

At the close of his remarks there was an- 
other outburst of applause and cheers. 

Dr. J. D. H. Browne followed ina happy 
~speech. atthe close of which he offered 
the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

‘‘WHEREAS, Mrs. Lugarda A. de Palomares 
has shown her goog fai.h by carrying out 
her promise tothe people of the Pomona 
Valley to clear the clou@ from the titles of 
“Our lands, therefore be jt 

‘‘Resolved, that Mrs. Palomares has acted 
in.an honorable manner and is deserving 
of the thanks and appreciation of the com- 
munits, and further 

‘Resolved, that a copy of this resolution 
be sent to Mrs. Palomares and to the press 
for publication.”’ 

The following resolution was then of- 
fered by J. E. Packard and adopted without 
a dissenting vote: oli 

“Resolved, that the thanks of this com- 
munity are hereby tendered to James Mc- 
Lachlan, the District Attorney, and to the 
members of the present grand jury for 
their promptness in investigating the ac- 
tions of P.C. Tonner and B.S. Nichols in 
connection with our land titles, and for the 

efficient aid which they have rendered in 
bringing to light the facts of this matter.” 

Maj. Driffil] read the following resolution, 
which was applauded as the different para- 

graphs were read, and carried witha roar, 
followed by shouts and long applause, with 
no dissenting vote: 

‘“‘WHEREAS, this community has been 
grievously wronged, both financially and 
morally, through the actions of P. C. Ton- 
ner and B.S. Nichols in their attempts to

people; and 

‘‘WHEREAS, while we wish the Pomona 
Land and Water Company success in its en- 
terprise and affair and proper return for 
capital invested, we cannot believe that 
this can be brought about under the presi- 
dency and management of aman whose 
acts have brought down upon him the di- 
rect antagonism of this whole community; 
and 

**‘WHEREAS, these men having released our 
lands to the rightful owners under pressure 
of public opinion they should not now ex- 


reestablish their standing in the com- 
munity; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, that we believe it would be for 
the best interest of Pomona and vicinity for 
P.C. Tonner and B.S. Nichols to remove 
the shame and disgrace forced upon us bt 
their residence among us; and 


‘Resolved, that we deplore the fact that 
some of our citizens are so unmindful of 
their personal self-respect and dignity as 


| to associate in other than a business way 


with these people.” 

The following resolution was then pre- 
sented and carried unanimously: ©“ . 

“Resolved, that we hereby desire to ex- 
press our appreciation of the stand taken 
by the press of Southern Californiain ref- 
erence to our land trouble andof the moral 
support rendered by - 

Mr. Packard presented the following, 
also receiving the unanimous support of 
the meeting: 

Resolved, that we hereby extend ‘to the 
Los ANGELES Timgs our thanks for its ef- 
forts in aiding to expose the scheme which 
was foisted upon this community.”

LOS ANGELES SCIENTISTS. 


The Objects of the Asse Assoctation Recently 
Organized in This City, | 

At the recent meeting of the Science 
Alter, 
outlined its objects and aims as follows: 

The popular supposition being that the 
Science Association must necessarily be a 
community @ cranks, we should s® far ver- 
ify this as ‘to turn out something, and that 
something should be valuable enough to be 
preserved. 

Science is true knowledge so classified as 
to be readily available. Our position on 
this globe presents certain differences from 
the balance of the world that we should 
take into constderation. If this is done in 
an earnest and accurate manner the records 
of this society will be factors in,the ad- 
vancement of the fund of the scientific 
knowledge of the world. 

In the pursuit of this knowledge of our 
environment I would suggest to the Execu- 
tive Committee the elimination of all ques- 
tions that would have a political, commer- 
cial or sectarian character, and the. ap- 
pointing of committees to have supervision 
of their several departments, and that they 
have the reports in rotation, so that there 
Will be variety of subject—this, of course, 
would be only A suggestion, subject to the 
decision of the majority. One paper each 
evening, Ithink, would be’ ample if fully 
discussed, and we hope to have the utmost 
freedom and good will in that. 

To briefly glance at some of the features 
that may present themselves in the several 
divisions of the science of the day we can 
do it alphabetically. 

In astronoiny we have the promise of the 
largest telescope inthe world, and there 
are occasions when the atmosphere is so 
clear that better results follow both by per- 
sonal observation and by photography than 
are attainable elsewhere. 

In botany we are a world to ourselves, 
without taking into consideration what has 
been done by importation. The natural 
| products of the soil are such important in- 
dications of the capabilities that the re- 
ports from a committee on that subject 
Will be especially interesting. While we 
have no sequoia gigantea, we have an 
abundance of smaller weeds that deserve 
our attention. 

In chemistry the assays of ores that are 
so abundant here should call forth a paper, 
especially since the discovery of rich lodes 
of tin, a’ well as gold and silver, are at- 
tracting the attention of the whole world. 
[have been told that there is a money re- 
ward for the discovery of a clay bed suf- 
ficiently free from silica to admit of the 
separation of the aluminum—but this is 
bordering on the commercial, 

In entomology the subject has become so 
important thatit has become a branch of 
education in the common schools and the 
“Vedolia Cardinalis’’ has passed into his- 
tory as a “lady"’ worthy of our admiration, 
and@we will expect a paper on insect pests 
and their speedy regulation to a sphere 
that will be more comfortable to us 
making no exceptions in favor of the flies, 
roaches, mosquitoes nor any of the kind. ~ 

In geology, the scientific determination 
of the strata might lead to a great saving 
of energy in the line of prospecting, dig- 
ving in sand, blasting and testing. It 
might also lead to the locating of oil and 
gas.sufficiently near the city to cut down 
the fuel expense materially; a paper on 
this subject would be of advanced interest. 

In herpetology some member may take 


University of Pennsylvania in obtaining 
accurate knowledge of the poisonous prin- 
ciple in venomous snakes and Gila mon- 
Sters, as well as give a scientific explana. 
tion of the reason why the snake has been 
recognized as the emblem of wisdom from 
the most remote periods of history. 

In icthyology some kindly disposed mem. 
ber might give us the points to discrimi- 
nate between a jew fish and a smeit and 
classify the various fishes that are so abun- 
dant, giving their proper, as well as their 
local, names and their various food values, 
as it has been stated by good authority that 
this is a location that furnishes the best 
fish for food that is found on theCoast, In 
quantity and quality itis unsurpassed. 

In meteorology most important aid can 
be given to the signal officer at this station 
by noting local variations of temperature, 
moisture and barometric variations. Es- 
pecially in the point of rainfall locality it 
seems to be a factor worthy of serious at- 
tention. Onthis point I would like to state 
a feature that should be strictly looked 
after, andthatis the directions given to 
every signal officerin the army as to the 
position of the instruments and their read- 
ings promptly at the time indicated, while 
the officer in charge of this station may 
note the especial indications in relation to 
the other stations in the upper strataof the 
air. The local observations will bear an 
important partinthe development of the 
scientific education of the people of this 
country in regard to their immediate local. 
ity. Inthis point we hope that the mis- 
leading and silly legend on the barometers 
usually in the market of “rain, change and 
fair,’ be discouraged or looked upon in the 
same light as the anatomical chart in 
the front of the old almanacs, and that the 
factors that enter into local depressions of 
temperature be carefully observed and re- 
ported along with the hygropetric and bar- 
ometric conditions at the time. 

In microscopy there is a wonderful field 
for investigation. The woods are full of 
game for the hunter in this direction. 
The desmids and diatoms are suffering for 
their correct position in the catalogues, 
And biology and histology—-what better 
conditions could you ask than are all 
around you? Iam sure there is enough of 
the one specimen of ‘bacillus tuberculosis” 
for all the cabinets in ‘the world brought in 
on every train fromthe East. — 

In ornithology I am certain that there 
are characteristics and peculiarities in the 
birds of this section that are worthy of 
note. In odlogy, as’ a subdivision, there 
are several collections of eggs that would 
make material for one paper. 

Itis to be hoped that the man that in- 


sists on introducing the English sparrow | 


will be dealt with according to public sen- 
timent rather than the slow progress of 
legal procedure. 

Physiology has become an elementary 
necessity in the public schools and should 
receive the amount of attertion from this 
organization thatit merits. 

I have been warned to make this as brief 
as is consistent, and vet I have said nothing 
in regard to archeology nor ethnology and 
what aid we could be to the Historical So- 
ciety. DI have no doubt that in the progress 
of the work these features will come up for 
our consideration,
